Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/10/2008 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 2, 3, 12 and 13 are cancelled. 

3. Claims 1, 4-1 1 and 14-28 are allowed. 

4. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1,4-11 and 14-28, the prior art, either singularly or in combination, 
does not teach or suggest an image reading apparatus comprising: 

". . .a reflection unit configured to reflect an incident light from a light source, wherein the 
reflection unit comprises an imaging mirror, an optical path turning mirror, and a parallel mirror 
set including a first reflection mirror and a second reflection mirror, wherein the parallel mirror 
set is positioned to directly reflect the incident light received from the light source between the 
first reflection mirror and the second reflection mirror, wherein the first reflection mirror is 
configured to reflect the incident light received from the second reflection mirror to the optical 
path turning mirror, wherein the optical path turning mirror is positioned to reflect the incident 
light back to the parallel mirror set, wherein the incident light from the optical turning mirror is 
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received by the parallel mirror set with the first reflection mirror and is reflected between the 
first reflection mirror and the second reflection mirror; and. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
